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REPORT OF THE SUPREME CHIEF. 


NEW YORK, N. Y., October 10th, 1899. 


To the Officers and Members of the 
Supreme Castle, Knights of the Golden Eagle. 


Sir Knights and Brothers:—We have again met to engage in the labors and 
the pleasure of the annual session of our Supreme Castle, and it is with more 
than usual feelings of gratitude and satisfaction I extend to each of you a heart- 
felt and sincere welcome. 


As true and loyal Knights we have recognized one of the first lessons 
taught us in Hagleism, and through the lips of the Supreme High Priest have 


-reverently rendered unto Almighty God that ‘‘adoration which is due from the 

creature to the Creator,” and it is alike our privilege and our duty to acknowl- 
edge the leading and the.shielding of the benign hand of our Supreme Chief, 
which he has vouchsafed to us during the twelve months which has just van- 
ished into the past, and while the year which has just closed has had its trials 
and tribulations, its heartaches and sorrows and its joys, in: all their ampli- 
tude, yet we may turn our faces to the future with faith in God’s wisdom in 
His dealings with us as individuals and as an Order, knowing that whatever 
happens in the dispensations of His providence is for the best. Then let us 
again render unto God our heartfelt thanks for His goodness and merciful 
care over us, for our joys, though mixed with sorrow; for our pleasures, 
though mingled with pain; for our successes, though mingled with disappoint- 
ments; for our health, though broken at times with sickness, and for that faith 
and hope ‘which springs eternal in the human breast’? and ever buoys us up 
amid all vicissitudes.

Decision 1.—Walter H. Pelly, Grand Chief Pennsylvania: If a Castle at 
any time prior to the term of the present Grand Chief admits and reinstates 
candidates for one dollar, are such persons members of the Order? 

Answer.—Yes. The Castle is responsible for illegalities. : 

Decision 2.—Grand Chief Walter H. Pelly, Pennsylvania: A Castle admits 
candidates for less than three dollars, having been pronounced members on 
initiation. Can they be declared “not members’ of the Order? 

Answer.—No. If they keep in good standing. 

Decision 3.—Grand Guardian of Records, Mrs. Jno. Palmer, Jr., Delaware: 
Is a Temple legally instituted whose applicants do not sign the application for 

the institution of a new Temple? 
Answer.—No. 

Decision 4.—Can members from another Temple whose withdrawal cards 
and defunct certificates do not accompany the application become charter 
members of a new Temple? 

Answer.—No. 

Decision 5.—Can members of a ''emple be granted certificates when the 
property of the defunct Temple has never been turned over to the executive of 
the State under whose jurisdiction it may have occurred? 

Answer.—Yes; upon satisfactory evidence to the Grand Templar, that they 
have been members of the Degree. 

Decision 6.—Can a dispensation for a new Temple be legally complied with 
unless the original application accompany same? 

Answer.—The law contemplates that each applicant shall sign their own 
application. When an application has been defaced or become illegible it may 
be eopied, and the copy and the original application sent to the Grand Templar. 

Decision 7.—When a new Temple is being formed and some applicants, who 
should have withdrawal cards and defunct certificates, but are not so pro- 
vided, leaving less than a constitutional number of the K. G. E. or relatives 
thereof for organization, can such a Temple be organized? 

Answer.—The law requires that there must be fifteen members or relatives 
of members signing the application for a charter before the Temple can be in- 
stituted. 

Decision 8.—When a new Temple is being formed and the applicants refuse 
to sign their own application, what should be done? 

Auswer.—They cannot refuse to sign. Every applicaat must sign their 
own application.

I was present when the above communication and bill was taken up, and 
listened with much interest to the discussions, pro and con, by the several Sir 
Knights. A lack of knowledge relative to the special assessment was dis- 
played, and when an amendment (page 32, Grand Castle proceedings, 1899) 
that the Supreme Chief and Supreme M. of R. be allowed the floor to explain, 
the special assessment was lost. I concluded that the brothers of this juris- 
diction had no desire to be intelligently informed upon so. very an important 
matter. The vote, I also considered, was an act of discourtesy to the higher 
body, the Supreme Castle, and being convinced that it would have been use- 
less to remain to discipline the brothers and to uphold the dignity of the Su- 
preme Castle, I, with other members of the S. C., withdrew from the session, 
whereon I sent them the following communication:

Sir Knights and Brothers:—I had advised you under recent date that I 
would be present and install your officers, but owing to your action this after- 
noon in refusing to obey the legislation and mandates of the Supreme Castle, 
thus placing yourselves as insubordinate to the Supreme Castle, I could not of 
course remain.

In the jurisdiction of Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Kentucky, 
West Virginia and Ohio the increase is more than gratifying, and with the 
wheels of industry once more in motion and our people in steady employment 
and prosperity before us I look for the greatest revival and increase in mem- 
bership the coming year we have exDPerienced for some time. Let us also 
avail ourselves of the opportunities which returning prosperity promise, and 
with determination and energy work for the future welfare and advancement of 
our beloved Order in all its branches. 
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CASTLE OF SORROW. 


On September 28 attended Castle of Sorrow, held in Golden Eagle Hall, 
206 North Calvert street, Baltimore, in commemoration of the death of Dr. James 
E. Whiteford, Past Supreme Chief and Medical Examiner, who died December

To the Supreme Chief, Officers and Members of the 
Supreme Castle, Knights of the Golden Eagle. 


Sir Knights and Brothers:—While there has been remarkable activity in 
regard to parades, showing that the value of the Military Branch is fully ree- 
ognized, some of those sections where the greatest activity in public has been 
demonstrated have not shown a corresponding enthusiasm in the internal work- 
ing of their Commanderies. More particularly does this refer to the payment 
of commission fees. Pennsylvania, I regret to say, holds a foremost place in 
this respect; but the cause is a natural one 

The report of Grand Chief W. H. Peily shows that more Castle charters 
were revoked last year than in any year in the history of the Order, which is 
direct evidence to account for the inaction of the M. B. in some sections of 
that jurisdiction, but which, I honestly believe, is only temporary, and a re- 
action will take place on the return of suspended members. Indeed, we al- 
ready have proof from the fact that since my recent visit to Reading, where 
three Commanderies were practically dead, all of which have sent in reports, 
and commission fees. 

Where the Castles are lacking in activity, it naturally follows that the Com- 
manderies must suffer. In other States, such as Maine, Wisconsin, Maryland 
and Delaware, the same observations in regard to failure to forward com- 
mission fees are applicable; but we continue pushing for revival. In happy 
contrast Ohio comes in with four institutions, which has made our list of in- 
stitutions greater than has taken place for very many years. Colorado also 
made an increase. Therefore while we are confronted with misfortune in one or 
two jurisdictions, we are encouraged with abnormal progress in others. 

The utmost activity has been exercised at headquarters to maintain the 
enthusiasm of the Military Branch, and the result has been more satisfactory 
than is apparent, for the reason that without that activity the report of your 
Lieutenant General and Adjutant General would have been much more dis- 
couraging. It is obvious that where members are, through misfortune incident 
to depressed trade, unable to pay Castle dues, they cannot pay for commis- — 
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sions, and I think this trouble might be obviated by the fees being paid from 
Commandery funds, instead of calling upon good officers in poor circum- 
stances, to pay to fill posts to which they have been elected by virtue of their 
superior fitness.

ARTICLE II. 


The commissioned officers shall be elected annually, at the first meeting in 
February; provided, that the officers elected at the formation of a Commandery 
shall serve their full term of one year, and until the following February; and 
provided, also, that all commissions in force at the adoption of these laws 
shall expire at the termination of time as stated in said commission. 

The Major of a Battalion shall be elected for one year, in March, by the 
commissioned officers of the Companies composing the Command. 

The Major of a separate Battalion shall appoint the Battalion Staff, after 
the manner of appointment of a Regimental Staff. 

The Colonel and Lieutenant-Colonel of a Regiment shall be elected for 
one year, in March, by the Majors and other commissioned officers of the 
Companies composing the Regiment. 

Nominations for Regimental Field Officers to be made by Commanderies 
at their February meeting. . 

The organization of Grand Commanderies has been agitated in some sec- 
tions of Pennsylvania and Ohio, but not at present of such unanimity as to 
warrant institution; neither has any regular application reached headquarters. 
The movement has, however, brought to light some objectionable and indefinite 
features in our Rules and Regulations, whick could searcely have been dis- 
covered until appliance made it clear that the laws were not entirely pra2ti- 
eable. They were written without the benefit of guiding experience; therefore 
it is quite feasible that inaccuracies crept in. 

I therefore recommend the revision of the laws governing Grand Com- 
manderies by the Committee on Law (Military Branch). 

Adverting te another phase of the same question, I am strongly of the 
‘ opinion that it would be suicidal to institute Grand Commanderies until the 
x Military Branch has reached a higher plane of success and has a stronger or- 
ganization than at present. The report of the Adjutant General shows the 
3 actual conditions, and on reference to his statement of delinquencies in for- 
warding reports and fees it is convineng that a Grand Commandery in Penn- 
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sylvania is out of the question, inasmuch as it is not reasonable to expect that 
where there are so many failures to live up .to the law with headquarters the 
same Commanderies would improve under a Grand Commandery, which after 
all is but a civil, and not a military, department. The maintenance of a 
Grand Commandery would impose expense to the subordirates, which in their 
present condition, and in view cf the gieat neglect to pay commission fees, 
would be highly detrimental to the M. B., especially noting the fact that at 
present the Supreme Castle imposes no tax whatever for maintenance. — 

A great desire of many is that our present regulation cap be changed by al- 
tering our law so as to read: “‘Caps can be made with drooping visors, same as 
worn in U: S. Army regulation caps; providing all members of a Commandery 
use the same style of visor; otherwise the straight visor as now described in the 
regulation must be used. Not to be worn by any but Military Branch members.” 
I would recommend that the change as above be adopted. The cost of the 
change would amount to about 50 cents each. 

Would also recommend that both badges of the M. B. be recognized in 
Castles equally with Castle badges when giving sign of courtesy or speaking.

been suspended for non-payment of dues before the adoption of the D. of C. 
we claim cannot be reinstated, as they never had the Degree conferred on 
them, and we also claim that they will have to have a discharge now to join 
the D. of C., and in order to get a discharge will they not have to pay their 
back dues and the regular fee for a discharge? 

Answer.—They come in as new members. 

Question 3.—Major F. H. Mellinger: Our Commandery is talking about 
getting fatigue coats, and some of them think they would not be allowed to 
wear them. Kindly give me instructions. I know that commissioned officers 
are allowed to wear them, but can all the members do the same, and are they 
to be made the same? \ 


Answer.—The law only provides fatigue coats for officers. 


Question 4.—New Britain Commandery, No. 1, Connecticut: The By-Laws 
of New Britain Commandery, No. 1, Degree of Chivalry, State of Connecticut, 
read thus: ‘The stated sessions of this Commandery shall be held on the sec- 
ond and fourth Mondays of each month at 8 o’clock P. M.” (Since these By- 
Laws were adopted the Commandery has by call of the Captain, met the 
first and third Mondays in each month at 8 P. M. for drill. This is not incor- 
porated in our By-Laws). Now, as the 26th of December, 1898, was our reg- 
ular meeting night, according to our By-Laws, and falling on Christmas, 
legal holiday, it was yoted at a previous session to hold session and transact 
such business as should come up to be transacted on December 19th instead 
of December 26th, before the drill meeting, having the drill after. We did 
so and transacted all business that came up, received two new members, voted 
sick benefits, appointed committees and, in fact, did all that was to be done. 
Now, at our regular session, held January 9th, 1899, a member, or rather a 
Chevalier (who was present at every meeting: for the last two months) objected 
- to the minutes of December 19th when read, of being approved, claiming the 
meeting and all business done on December 19th was illegal, as we had not sent 
for a dispensation to change meeting night, and the minutes were not ap- 
proved, but ordered laid on the table for two weeks, and therefore I was in- 
structed to write you, asking you to declare the meeting legal. I as Knight 
Historian was ordered by our valiant Commander to send notice to every 
Chevalier that the regular meeting wouly be held December 19th, instead of De- 
eember 26th, and I sent such notices to all Chivaliers, not thinking we were 
breaking any law. 

Answer.—The Commandery erred in failing to apply to the Adjutant General 
for a dispensation as per Section 12, page 21, Rules and Regulations, but it is 
admitted that it was purely an oversight. In the circumstances, considering 
the facts that the regular night, December 26th, was a legal holiday, and that 
all members were notified, I declare the session legal. 

Question 5.—Colonel W. L. Berry: 1. Has the Regimental Adjutant-Quar- 
termaster and Surgeon a right to cast a vote for Colonel and Lieutenant-Col- 
onel? 2. After a Crusader has received the Degree of Chivalry, how shall he 
proceed to become a member of the Military ‘Department? 8. Can a retired 
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officer sever his connections with the Military Department and still be entitled 
to wear the uniform of the highest rank which he may have held, by simply 
remaining a member of the Civil Department? 
Answer.—l. No. 2. By applying to the Captain. 3. No; he must be a mem-— 
ber of the Drill Department. Fj 
Question 6.—Captain H. W. Sheriff, Shamokin, Pa.: Shamokin Command- 
ery, No. 84, failed to nominate a Captain. They also moved to leave Captain 
vacant for the present. I declined the nomination for Captain. What I want 
to know is, am I still Captain till my successor is elected? 
Answer.—When an election takes place for company officers and no Cap- 
tain is elected, the First Lieutenant assumes command. 


Question 7.—Lieutenant J. T. Purdy, Cleveland O.: 1. What officers are 
entitled to vote for regimental officers—the outgoing Captains and Lieutenants 
or the incoming officers, not having received their commissions at the time 
of election, but the money paid in for same? 2. Has an Aidede-Camp, ap- 
pointed on your staff, a vote for regimental officers by virtue of his com- 
mission? 

Answer.—l. No commission of election officers expire until the newly elect- 


ed officers are commissioned. 2. Only elected regimental officers can yote for 
regimental officers.

GENERAL ORDERS NO. 1. 


I. Orders are hereby issued to Commanderies to prepare for annual in- 
spection, which should take place as early as possible after January 1st. 


Il. Assistant Inspector Generals, who will be appointed, must make a re- 
port to the Inspector General on February ist, or within ten days thereafter. 


III. Annual reports are enclosed. They are to be made in the first meet- 
ing in March and forwarded to headquarters not later than the 15th of April, 
accompanied by commission fees of officers elected. 


IV. Blection of officers of the Drill Department must be held on the first 
meeting in March, notification of same being immediately forwarded to the Ad- 
jutant General, and fees forwarded within thirty days of election, failing 
which, election will be declared void and the delinquent officer will not be 
permitted to be a candidate. 


V. The Colonel of each regiment is required to inspect his command semi- 
annually and make a report thereof, on or before the 15th day of March of 
each year, to the Lieutenant General. 


VI. The Colonel of each regiment will notify each Commandery in his 
regiment when he, or a commissioned officer whom he may detail, will hold 
the election for Captain and First and Second Lieutenants. This must be 
done after the first week in March. 


VII. At the same time and place, nominations must be made for Colonel 
and Lieutenant Colonel, said nominations to be sent at once to these head- 
quarters. All nominations must be in before March 20th, upon which date 
special orders will be issued for the election of said officers, election to close 
on March 30th. No commissioned officer whose commission has expired can 
legally vote. « 


VIII. Attention is called to the follcwing: “Phe formation of military or 
uniformed bodies of Knights of the Golden Bagle under any other name or 
title is forbidden; provided, however, that this shall not be construed as pro- 
hibiting Castles from drilling or parading in regulation or fatigue uniform. 
No member of the Order shall be permitted to wear the badge of the Degree 
of Chivalry, Military Branch, or the coat, baldric or shoulder straps of a com- 
missioned officer of the same, unless he be entitled to wear the same by virtue 
of being a member or holding a commission in that degree. A violation of 
this law is conduct unbecoming a member.” 


IX. By-Laws or amendments to laws to be approved by the Committee 
on Law, must be sent to Adjutant General, CG. B. Wood, Delanco, N. J. 
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X. It is the duty of Chivaliers to obey the commands of their superior 
officers and to attend meetings and drills of their Commanderies. Commis- 
-sioned officers failing to attend their company or regimental meetings can 
have charges preferred against them for non-compliance with orders. 

XI. The law requiring officers to pay for their commissions within 30 days 
of appointment also applies to members of the Lieutenant General’s staff. 

XII. The death of Dr. Jas. E. Whiteford, Surgeon General, is hereby an- 
nounced, with profound regret.

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REPORT OF THE EYECUTIVE BOARD OF THE 
DEATH BENEFIT FUND. 


NEW YORK, N. Y., October 10th, 1899. 


To the Supreme Chief, Officers and Members of the Supreme Castle. 


Sir Knights and Brothers:—The Executive Board of the Death Benefit 
Fund respectfully submits the following as their annual report: 

We regret that a decrease of membership has taken place, but while it is 
natural that a certain percentage of delinquencies will be recorded every year, 
yet we believe that had we received the co-operation of each member of the 
Fund in introducing new members we should have been in a position to report 
a most satisfactory increase. We further believe that had each Grand Chief 
made a special effort to strengthen the Fund by advocating it in circulars and 
on visitations we should have been able to present a report gratifying to the 
Order at large. It is apparent that sufficient thought is not given to this 
most important adjunct of our organization, especially in regard to the untold 
advantages of its success and the deplorable effect of its complete stagnation. — 

Your Board has done everything in its power to create a reyival of interest, 
but their efforts have been thwarted by misrepresentation. Under such condi- 
tions it becomes almost impossible to Make their exertions and continuous con- 
sideration fruitful. Efforts have been made to induce competent members to 
try the experiment of a personal canvass in the city of Philadelphia, but al- 
though inducements were offered which were considered commensurate, no 
practical result came, neither have we any evidence that a fair trial was given 
by those who expressed their willingness to enter upon the duties. 

We recommend that each Grand Chief be urgently entreated to use his 
best efforts to revive and introduce the Death Benefit Fund, making a special 
call upon the membership. Likewise we desire to express our opinion that it 
is the duty of each Grand Chief to exemplify his loyalty to the Supreme Castle 
in this direction. 


The members of the Supreme Castle have a duty before them which — 


scarcely requires a reminder. 

Our investments are in statu quo, but with brighter prospects of realiza- 
tion. The property at Hamilton, O., is now secured, the deeds being in our 
possession and the property offered for sale for $1300. We are also advised 


by our attorney (Brother Frank Hartranft) that our investment in the I. O. 
O. F. Hall is assuming satisfactory shape, and that we may be able to realize 


upon the same during the current year. 
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It is evident that double assessments have to some extent caused sus- 


pensions, and we believe that had an easier method of providing for the un- 
ayoidable levying of the same been adopted there would have been less finan- 
cial inconvenience, inasmuch as many Of our members, not knowing precisely 
when a double call would be made, were unprepared to meet the same, resulting 
in suspension. We have heretofore not exceeded 15 assessments in any year, 
but this year 16 have been made. We therefore, in pursuance of our discus- 
sion on the subject, conclude that were 16 assessments divided into twelve equal 
parts, including the dues and compensation to Master of Records, it would 
not cause so much inconvenience as the sudden levying of a double assess- 
ment, because the members would be better prepared to meet a small increase 
ezch month rather than encounter an unexpected assessment when they 
were least prepared for it, in addition to which there would be the satisfaction 
of haying a definite sum, from which no deviation would be necessary. The 
following example explains the method which we earnestly recommend:

EAGLENEST, BALTIMORE, Md., May 2gth, 1899. 
Case of W. B. Smith vs. Grand Castle of N. /. 


Notified W. B. Smith and Wm. M. Clevenger, Counsel, and A. L. Clark, G, M. 
of R. of N. J. 

Application for sick benefits from Ocean Castle, No. 11, of N. J, by W. B. 
Smith. The Castle refused to continue paying sick benefits claimed by him from 
October 8th, 1894, to May 27th, 1895 (33 weeks). 

He brought suit in court, but was not allowed trial, he having failed to exhaust 
the remedies in the laws of the Order. 

The Grand Castle of N. J. refused to consider the case, as they claimed there was 
no appeal before them from action of Ocean Castle. 

The credential of F. W. Potter, being duly presented as counsel, he was heard 
after which the entire matter was referred back to the Castle, there being no appeal. 
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Case of Aaron Burr vs. Grand Castle of New Jersey. 


Aaron Burr, of Crusader Castle, No. 14, of N. J. (Burlington), expelled by 
Castle February 4th, 1896, for conduct unecoming a member of the Order. Appeal 
to the Grand Castle of N. J. 

Notified Aaron Burr, E. A. Leatherbary, his Counsel; Wm. F. Smith, M. of R., 
of No. 14; A. L. Clark, G. M. of R, of N. J. 

The Grand Castle of N. J..sustained the appeal and instructed No. 14 to re-in- 

state Brother Burr, and give him a new trial. The Castle re-instated him on May 

18th, 1897, but granted no new trial. 

They notified him to pay arrearages in two weeks. He tendered money for dues 
which they refused to accept, and on June Sth, 1897, suspended him for non-payment 
of dues. He appealed in proper form to the Grand Castle of N. J. (Charles E. 
Lane, Grand Chief.) 

At the session of Grand Castle of N. J., September 5 and 6, 1897, they refused 
to consider the appeal, claiming that he was not a member of the Order. From this 
act he appeals to the Supreme Castle. 

We refer the whole matter back to the Grand Castle of N. J., and request they 
be instructed to give the case proper consideration.

We, therefore, recommend that a Past Supreme Chief's badge be presented 
to him in recognition of his extended and valuable services. 

We heartily coincide with his excellent Suggestion relative to the desired progress 
of the Military Branch, and trust his few words may induce greater interést by pro- 
mulgation.

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Report of the Committee on the report of the Executive 


Board of the Death Benefit Fund, 


New York, October roth, 1899. 


To the Officers and Members of the Supreme Castle, 
‘nights of the Golden Eagle. 


The Special Committee for the consideration of the report of the Executive Board 
of the Death Benefit’ Fund have reviewed the finances in connection with the report 
of the Board, as per instructions of the Supreme Castle. : 

A review of the present condition brings us face to face with the following facts : 
There remains unpaid September 12th, 1899, 19 claims amounting to $19,000. Avail- 
able assets to meet which are: Cash, $1,076.45; due for called assessment, $3,000; 
showing a net deficit of $15,923.55. The non available assets amount to $4,500, 
leaving liability in excess of all assets of $11,47355. A review of membership in 
Death Benefit Fund shows a net loss of 184, leaving present membership in the three 
classes of 1736. The death rate during the year was Ig 58-100 per 1000. 

We note an absence of recommendations to meet the requirements other than on 
page 67, rather for future contingencies than for immediate needs This recommen- 
dation, if adopted and based upon our present membership, would net (minus the ex- 
pense account to be deducted for dues and compensation of M. of R., $34,535.70, and 
would, according to the death rate of last year, not meet actual requirements. We are 
of the opinion, however, that the present death rate will not continue, for the reason 
that a very small percentage of members who were admitted at the inception of the 
present plan without examination and at an advanced age, yet remain. We, therefore, 
concur in the recommendation as made by the Executive Board, as found at top of 
page 67. 

It remains for us to provide for existing liabilities, and it is the duty of the Supreme 
Castle at this session to apply the remedy. We respectfully recommend that the 
Supreme Castle negotiate at once for the loan of $10,000 to meet current liabilities, the 
plan of doing so to be devised by this Supreme Castle. An immediate and energetic 
campaign must be begun throughout the entire Order for increasing the membership to 
warrant the adoption of the above suggestion. If this is not done your Committee feel 
that it will be useless to continue this feature. We heartily endorse the recommenda- 
tions made by the Executive Board and congratulate the Order on the painstaking 
manner in which they have performed their duties, and recommend that a vote of 
thanks be tendered them by this Supreme Castle The condition of the Expense Fund 
obviates the necessity for recommendation. It has, in our opinion, been very econom- 
ically administered. i
